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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Mclntyre(US 5,917,548). 

With regard to claim 1, Mclntyre discloses an electronic still camera (Figure 2, 
digital camera) with a printer (printer 30) incorporated therein, the electronic still camera 
being capable of picking up an electronic image signal from a subject through an 
imaging device (imaging lens 3 and area imaging sensor 20) (col 2 t lines 45-60) and 
printing an image on a recording material based on the electronic image signal (col 4, 
lines 55-62), characterized by comprising: a monitor (display device 38) that is 
incorporated into a camera body and is able to display an image based on the electronic

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image signal at approximately the same magnification as when the image is printed on 
the recording material by the printer (col 3, lines 61-67; col 4, lines 49-64). 

With regard to claim 2, Mclntyre also wherein the monitor has a screen size that 
is approximately equal to a predetermined printing area of the recording material (col 3, 
lines 61-67; col 4, lines 49-64). 

With regard to claim 3, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the monitor consists of 
pixels that are approximately equal in number to pixels of the image printed in a 
predetermined printing area of the recording material (col 3, lines 61-67; col 4, lines 49- 
64). 

With regard to claim 4, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the monitor is an LCD 
panel (col 3, lines 61-67). 

With regard to claim 5, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the recording material is 
a self-developing type instant photo film (col 4, lines 21-22). 

With regard to claim 6, Mclntyre also discloses further comprising an electronic 
viewfinder (area image sensor 20) for displaying moving images of the subject in a real 
time fashion based on the electronic image signal picked up through the imaging 
device, wherein the electronic viewfinder is smaller in size than the monitor (col 2, lines 
45-60). 

With regard to claim 7, Mclntyre discloses a printer (printer 30) for printing an 
image on a recording material based on electronic image signal (col 4, lines 55-62), 
comprising a monitor (display device 38) that is incorporated into a printer body, for 
displaying an image based on the electronic image signal at approximately the same 
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magnification as when the image is printed on the recording material (col 3, lines 61-67; 
col 4, lines 49-64). 

With regard to claim 8, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the recording material is 
a self-developing type instant photo film (col 4, lines 21-22). 

With regard to claim 9, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the monitor has a screen 
size that is approximately equal to a predetermined printing area of the recording 
material (col 3, lines 61-67; col 4, lines 49-64). 

With regard to claim 10, Mclntyre also discloses wherein the monitor consists of 
pixels that are approximately equal in number to pixels of the image printed in a 
predetermined printing area of the recording material (col 3, lines 61-67; col 4, lines 49- 
64). 

With regard to claim 1 1 , Mclntyre also discloses wherein the monitor is an LCD 
panel (col 3, lines 61-67).
